This is all that Baptists need. That does not mean 
that they will not utilize modern methods and plans 
and programs. It does mean, that in utilizing those 
they. will center them on the New Testament, and its 
principles, : ‘ 


It does mean that Southern. Baptists do.not need 
programs that are not New Testament in origin and 
pattern. é 

It means.that Southern Baptists will major on 
the local church exactly as the New Testament does. 
They will center their; whole program about Jesus 
Christ as the Son of God, and the witness concerning 
Him. They wijil be evangelistic, missionary, and faith- 
ful in stewardship. They will keep the message of the 
Bible as their one message. - ‘ 

This is not the popular trend of this day. This is 
the hour of rejecting Biblical authority, of ecumeni- 
calism, of the social gospel, of abandonment of soul- 
saving, and of changing the missionary message.

The Liquof Bills 


Several liquor bills have been introduced in the 

current session of the legislature, and it seems very 
possible that some of them will be given serious con- 
sideration during this legislative term. 
~ Requests have come to,us for info#fation con- 
cerning these bills. The following statements give a 
brief explanation of the bills, after a hurried reading 
of them. It is possible that more’ careful study may 
reveal further information, but this is how they ap- 
pear from first reading. This analysis is‘for informa- 
tion only, and does not in any’ sense mean endorse- 
ment_of ary of the bills... 

Senate Bill 1585 (McDonnell, etc.,) appears to be 
a straight referendum bill, calling for a state-wide 
vote on whether local option will be allowed in coun- 
ties and municipalities, to be held at the next ‘regular 
election in November, 1966: In case a Majority of the 
persons voting in such a state-wide election approve 
of local option, the bill sets up plans for such elec- 
tions on the petition of 20°: of the qualified electors. 


It also sets up plans for a state control board,Jicénsing, 


regulation, ete. 


Senate Bill 1601 (Caraway, etc.) calls for ‘making 
sale, possession or transportation’ of . intoxicating 


liquors a felony. and sets up procedures for strict en- | 


forcement of prohibition laws. The public press has 
called it a ‘‘bone-dry”’ bill. However, it has at last one 
provision, which makes it appear to be unworkable. 
That is that ‘‘all vehicles entering this state shall be 
inspected.”’ This bill is “said to be similar to one that 
was passed in Oklahoma, just prior to the vote there 
on the prohibition laws, with the reported purpose of 
disgusting people with prohibition, and leading. them 
to vote prohibition laws out. - 

House Bill 89 (Jones) is a: referendum bill calling 
for a state-wide vcte on local option at the 1966 Pri- 


‘mary election. In case a majority of the, voters approve 


local option, then the legislature will be under a man- 
date to set up legislation for liquor licensing and con- . 
trol for counties that vote themselves out from under 
the liquor laws. The bill also specifically states that if 
the voters: reject ‘local option, this will be a ‘“man- 
date’’ to the legislature to set up procedures for strict 
enforcement of present prohibition laws. However, the 
bill has'a provision that even if the majority of the 
people in the state do vote dry, should fifteen coun- 


* ties vote wet, then the legislature would be required 


to set up a control system for those counties. * 
House Bill 112 (Bryant) is a bill, which at first 
glance, seems to be very similar to Senate Bill 1585. 
However, careful reading reveals that it is NOT a 
state-wide referendum, but simply allows local option 
elections in countieS ‘in the state after July 1, 1966, if 
20‘, or 1500, of the qualified electérs petitioned for- 


.them. The bill does set up procedures for control 


board, licensing, etc. 

There have. been reports that some legislators are 
now discussing the “Alabama Plan” which is sale of 
liquor through state-owned liquor- stores, with no sale 
in restaurants, hotels, clubs, etc. As far as we can 
learn no bill embodying this idea, has- yet been 
offered. : 

It should be remembered that other bills may yet 
be pres2nted, amendments may be made to any of 
those considered, and that the final bill must have 
the approval of both the Senate and the House. The - 
bill also must receive the approval of the governor. 
The last legislative session passed a liquor legaliza- 
tion bill in its closing hours,. but that was vetoed by 
the governor. However, it is reported that he has said 
that he will sign a bill which honestly gives the elec- 
tors an opportunity to decide the issue.

On 
the way. messengers. came 
with the sad news that she 
was dead. Jesus said, ‘‘Fear

Further- 
more, in reply to Jesus’ 
words ‘‘she did not.die .. .”

die’’ (same verb form as in 
Jesus’-—-statement)-——-{v. 
“Knowing” means knowledge 
arrived at through thorough 
perception. They knew with- 
out a doubt that she was dead. 

In this light how may we 
understand Jesus’ statement? 
The word “sleepeth” 
-(katheudei) may be regarded 
in the same sense as ‘‘Lazarus 
Sleepeth” (kekoimetai, Jn 
11:11); Therlatter Greek word 
is used figuratively of the 
sleep' of death. The former is 
used of actual sleeping, but 
also in the figurative sense of 


death (I Thess. 5:10). In the_ 


light of-the other plain state- 
ments about the girl's death, 
we must conclude that Jesus 
used ‘‘sleepeth’’ figuratively. 
She did not die to remain in 
death. As with Lazarus, so 
here, Jesus will awaken her 
out of the sleep of death. 
Luke alone of the Synoptic 
Gospels has ‘‘knowing that she 
was dead’ (compare with 
Matt. 9:24 and Mk. 5:40). 
Probably he added this to

Should this send a shudder through the ranks of 
believers? Indeed got. It should elicit a robust 
“amen.” For who in the Church is not, scripturally 
at least, obligated to be an evangelist? There may 
be evangelists who areenot apostles, bishops, or 
pastors; but every apostle, bishop, or pastor is sup- 
settee to be an evangelist. For twenty centuries the 

istoric scribes—Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John— 
have been called ‘“Evangelists.’’ In liturgical lan- 
guage, he who rises to read the Gospels is desig- 
nated an evangelist.

future of nihilism. They were to Taise their heads; 

For 
them the end was the beginning. God’s day would 
dawn; his righteousness would rule. Meantime, they” 
were to get to work. The Gospel had to be pressed 
home to men. The disciples needed the dynamic of | 
the living Spirit; only his divine compulsion in them 
could move them out to their fateful mission te the 
world. : ; 

So with us now, and even more so. For those ° 
men stood millennia away from the fulfillment of 
those apocalyptic sayings; we stand perhaps within 
the first framework of their’ fulfillment. e time 
seems brief; the buds burst on the tree. We aré 
cast, perhaps, somewhere between the beginnings 
of the apostasy and the terror, between the early 
fall of faith and the rise of Antichrist. 

This is no time to be beguiled by unbelieving 
scholars who disown God’s Word and dishonor his 
Son; it is rather a time for men to match the mis- 
sion of evangelism. In a day of incredible unbelief, 
those who still believe must fill a vast vacuum, 
Evangelicals, like Nehemiah’s masong who worked 
with a trowel in one hand and a sword-in the other, 
have much to do; they must not allow the Sanbal- 
latian jeers to jar them from their task.-They must 
endure the charges of ‘“obscurantism,” —bear the 
sneers of the existential nihilists and demythologiz- 
ers of the Word, withstand the pulpiteers and pro- 
fessors who make war on the side of Antichrist, and 
carry on like men who under devastating fire still 
have orders to advance. And when. the odds appear 
‘insuperable, may they, like Zerubbabel ‘confronted 
with his task, hear the word from heaven: “Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, says the Lord 
of hosts.”’ : Cia 

Only minds clouded by spiritual and prophetic 
oblivion can fail to discern the down-thrust-of our 
world toward ruin; yet, as Bishop Fulton J. Sheen 
has said, in the death of a great civilization the 
masses are always unaware of their tragedy, So it 
remains for those not yet blind, nor led by the blind, 
to gird on the sword of the Lord. Ours must be the 
deepest social -concern—the concern for men’s re- 
demption. Others will labor at the secular level. But 
none will seek to save the lost except those who are 

- saved. Here must we, even in tormenting loneliness, 
fill the yawning gap. So many depend on so few! 
This, in the language of Churchill, could be our finest 
hour. To us has been given the burden for a dying 
age. The divine messenger warned Daniel, ‘Many 
shall be purified, and made white, and tried; . but - 
the wicked shal} do wickedly.;,and.none.of.the wieked 
shall understand; but the wise shall understand” 
(Daniel 12:10). 

Time moves on swift wings. The eschatological 
tempo is accelerating. The order of the day. comes 
down from the top to men twice-born: Evangelize! 
Thin-ranked and hard-hit through we be, the order 
is not lifted. “You will bear witness for me.

according to the lead article 
in the January. issue f 
“Church & State,’’ a monthly 
magazine published in the na- 
tion’s capital.

‘s And as they were going along the road, someone said to ~ 


Him, “I will follow you wherever you go.” And Jesus said 
to him, “The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have 
nests, but the Son of Man has nowhere to 
Jay His head." (Luke 9:57, 58 NASB) 

It costs to follow Jesus. The cost is a 
self-denying devotion to Christ and His King- 
‘dom. Earlier in this same chapter Jesus had 
said, “If anyone wishes to come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take up his cross 
daily—-For whoever wishes to save his life 
shall lose it.’’ (Vss 23,24) The cast of follow- 
ing Jesus involves the follower in sacrifice 
and it may involve him in perse¢ution, suf- 
fering, pain, even death. = 

* The man who came to Jesus volunteering to follow ““wher- 
ever you go'’ was making a thoughtless and rash promise. 
His action was impulsive. He was not called to be a follower 
by Christ, nor was he urged by the disciples. He, of his, own 
inclination, volunteered. It is obvious from Jesus’ answer 
that this man had. not counted the cost of discipleship and 
Jesus’ answer tested the man’s motives“for wanting to be 
a follower. His answer also tests our motives for following 
Jesus. iS 

The kingdem that Jesus came to establish was spiritual 
in nature, not material. Jesus’ answer to this volunteer stated 


that He, the Son of Man, was homeless. The volunteer may . 


have thought that to follow Jesus would mean material gain 
for himself. If this was his thought, Jesus wanted him to 
know that his kingdom was not a material one. Jesus was 
homeless, He knew the depths of poverty in a material 
sense, and well might any of his followers be expected to ex- 
perience the same penniless state for Jesus sake. A true fol- 
lower of Jesus turns himself and all that he has over to 
Christ to let him be Lord of life and possessions. 

A pulpit committee interviewed two preachers—as—pros- 
pects for pastors for their church. Both men, the committee 
thought, had made great persona! sacrifices to enter the min- 
istry. One had left a fine position in industry, the other had 
sold a going business to free himself for the preaching of 
the gospel. Neither of these men could expect an income in 
the ministry equal to what they left in the business world, 
at the least not for years yet to come. The pulpit committee 
thought they had made a great personal sacrifice to enter the 
ministry but the testimony of both these men was that they 
had lost nothing by entering the ministry but had gained 


everything. Of such is the nature. of the kingdom Jesus came” 


to establish. : 

Jesus’ answer to this volunteer also reveals to us the 
love that God had for all mankind as he sent his Son to be 
the Redeemer. The foxés ‘have theiz dens, the birds their 
roosting places, but God’s Incarnate Son had no place to lay 
his head, God the Father made provision for the beasts of the 
field and the fowls of the air but His Son had none of these 
provisions. He, who was rich in Heaven, became poor ma- 
terially. that we, who are poverty stricken spiritually, might 
know the riches of Heaven.

Only his great eternal love, made my Saviour go.”

How 
much does following Jesus cost us? Have we counted the
